INVESTIGATION; 




On Tuesday 04 Sept 2012, at approximately 0400 hours, Sergeant PRUGAR #2048 of this command assigned the Reporting 
I Detectives (R/D's) to the investigation of a shots fired at the police and by the police that occurred at 7433 South State Street. The 
I R/D's immediately relocated to the area of 7500 South State Street. 

I At the scene the R/D's learned the following in short: 

I After responding to a call of suspicious person describing a mate wearing a hooded sweatshirt and Halloween-style mask, 

I involved Officers PHILLIPS #6657 and CLINTON #9012 witnessed the offender, now known as Gienn ROBINSON, in the 
I commission of an armed robbery of a citizen on the sidewalk at 7433 South State. P.O.'S PHILLIPS and CLINTON exited their 
I squad car and announced their office. ROBINSON turned and fired his weapon at Officers PHILLIPS and CLINTON, then fled on 
I foot continuing to shoot in the direction of P.O. PHILLIPS and CLINTON as they gave chase. 

I Officers EARNEST #2743 and NELSON #3899 were in a marked squad car just east of State Street on 74th Street. Officers 
I EARNEST and NELSON also engaged ROBINSON with gunfire, having witnessed ROBINSON shooting in the direction of P.O. 

I PHILLIPS and ROBINSON, then pointing and firing his handgun at them as he turned the corner. 

While ROBINSON continued to flee, he fired at EARNEST and NELSON as they continued to pursue him in their squad car, 
ROBINSON then ran through several residential backyards, jumping fences, in attempts to elude the Police. ROBINSON was 
eventually apprehended on a residential porch at 7422 South Wabash, Officers subsequently discovered ROBINSON'S Clock 
semi-automatic handgun, hat with mask attached, pair of latex gloves and hooded sweatshirt in the stairwell of the side basement 
entrance of a residence at 7418 South Wabash. 

During the incident ROBINSON was shot multiple times and was transported to Christ Hospital via CFD Ambulance #24 for his 
injuries. 

< No Police Officers were injured during the incident. 

It should be noted that at the time of incident the weather was hot in the 80's and dry. However, after the incident and at the time of 
I the R/D's scene investigation a downpour of rain started. The rain continued during the initial interviews and scene investigation, 

I and prior to the photographing and recovery of evidence. 

The R/D's found the scene to be located from 7433 South State Street to 7400 South State Street, then east on 74th Street to 
I Wabash and then South to 7422 South Wabash. State Street is a one way street northbound and consists of single-story 
commercial buildings and open lots on the east side of the street, and the Dan Ryan Expressway on the west. The R/D's observed 
I the scene protected by red and yellow crime scene tape and guarded by 003rd District personnel. 

I The involved on-duty CPD Officers who discharged their duty firearms were identified as P.O. Cecil PHILLIPS and P.O. Shantell 
CLINTON both working the 3rd District Mission Team Beat 368A in plainclothes and in an unmarked squad car, and uniformed 
beat Officers P.O. Evona EARNEST and P.O, Tiffany NELSON, working Beat 322R in a marked biue/white CPD Ford Crown 
I Victoria.

I The R/D's located and conducted separate interviews with Officers Cecil PHILLIPS, Shantell CLINTON, Evona EARNEST and 
Tiffany NELSON. The interviews included a partial "walk through" of the scene of incident with the R/D's. The following are 
summaries of the interviews, in essence, not verbatim. 


P.O. Cecil PHILLIPS #6657 

P.O. PHILLIPS related he was working in civilian dress. Beat 368A, in an unmarked Chicago Police vehicle, with his partner P.O. 
Shantell CLINTON. P.O. PHILLIPS related he was driving and P.O. CLINTON was in the front passenger's seat. 


P.O, PHILLIPS related he and his partner were in the area of incident having responded to an earlier call of "Suspicious Person" at 
75th and State Street at the Shell gas station {7453 Sooth Slate Street). P.O. PHILLIPS related the description of the suspicious 
person detailed a male wearing a black hooded sweatshirt and a mask. The individual was believed to be armed with a gun and 
appeared as if was intending to commit a robbery. The individual was last seen heading north in an alley from the parking lot of the 
gas station. 



P.O. PHILLIPS related he was driving northbound on State Street from 75th, when he observed a male black wearing a black 
hooded sweatshirt with the hood up and a mask covering hts face, This subject (nka Glenn ROBINSON) was standing in front of 
the J & J Electronics store located at 7433 South State Street at the north end of the building. P.O. PHILLIPS related he observed 
ROBINSON pointing a dark-colored semi-automatic handgun with his right hand at an unknown male who was cornered against 
the building's set back entrance. P.O. PHILLIPS also saw that ROBINSON had his left hand extended toward the unknown male 
black, palm up, in a manner consistent with ROBINSON demanding money from and robbing the unknown male. 

P.O. PHILLIPS related he alerted P.O. CLINTON that ROBINSON had a gun. PHILLIPS then stopped the squad car and un- 
holstered his duty firearm. P.O, PHILLIPS and P.O. CLINTON exited the squad. P.O. PHILLIPS related he then announced his 
office yelling "Police. Police. Drop the gun!" 

P.O. PHILLIPS related ROBINSON then looked in his direction and began firing shots at him and P.O. CLINTON. P.O, PHILLIPS 
related that, now in fear for his life, the life of his partner P.O. CLINTON, and for citizens in the area, he returned fire and 
discharged his duty firearm at ROBINSON. ROBINSON then began running northbound on the east sidewalk of State Street. 

P.O, PHILLIPS said he began pursuing ROBINSON on foot. As ROBINSON fled northbound on the east sidewalk, ROBINSON 
again fired shots at P.O PHILLIPS. P.O. PHILLIPS related he again returned fire and continued pursuit of ROBINSON while still 
yelling for ROBINSON to stop and drop the gun. ROBINSON disregarded the orders and continued fleeing, P.O. PHILLIPS said he 
then exchanged additional gunfire with ROBINSON who continued firing shots at P.O, PHILLIPS as he ran. 

P.O. PHILLIPS stated that as ROBINSON approached the corner of used 74th and State, he (P.O. PHILLIPS) remembered that he 
saw Officers in a marked squad car at 74th and State prior to having confronted ROBINSON. Now fearing for the safety of those 
officers P.O, PHILLIPS relayed via his handheld police radio that ROBINSON was running towards 74th and State. P.O. PHILLIPS 
stated that ROBINSON again fired back in his direction as ROBINSON neared the corner. ROBINSON then turned the corner 
eastbound on 74th Street. 


P.O. PHILLIPS related he arrived at the corner 74th and State and stopped to reload his firearm behind the cover of the wall of the 
building on that southeast comer. At that time P.O. PHILLIPS heard the sounds, and saw the flashes of gunfire just to his east on 
74th Street, that occurred when ROBINSON exchanged gunshots with Officers EARNEST and NELSON. 

S P.O. PHILLIPS related that when those gunshots stopped and he had reloaded, he turned the corner to continue pursuit of 
ROBINSON.

P.O, PHILIPS related that he briefly lost sight of ROBINSON but that when he (PHILLIPS) was at the mouth of the alley between 
State and Wabash, he saw ROBINSON in a gangway/rear yard of the residence on the Southwest corner of 74th and Wabash. 
P.O. PHILLIPS said he took cover, again announced his office, and repeatedly yelled for ROBINSON to "Drop the Gun" and "Show 
me your hands". ROBINSON ignored the order. P.O. PHILLIPS sad in fear for his life and the life of other officers, he discharged 
his firearm at ROBINSON again. ROBINSON then ran South though the yard and out of P.O. PHILLIPS view. 

P.O, PHILLIPS said he heard the sounds of ROBINSON jumping rear yard fences, heading Southbound through the yards, P.O, 
PHILLIPS said he then moved South in the alley, paralleling ROBINSON. P.O. PHILLIPS said that while in the alley, behind the 
residence at 7422 South Wabash, he heard Officers in front of the address repeatedly yelling, "Show me your hands" and "Let's 
see your hands". A short time later he heard that ROBINSON had been taken into custody on the front porch of 7422 South 
Wabash, 

P.O. PHILLIPS said that while he was making his way to Wabash through the gangway/basement entrance stairwell of 7418 S 
Wabash, he discovered a semi-automatic handgun in slide-lock position, a hat with Hailoween-style zombie mask attached, a 
pair of latex gloves and ROBINSON'S black hooded sweatshirt that ROBINSON wore/used during this incident and discarded prior 
to his arrest. 

P.O. PHILLIPS said that he maintained security of those items until relieved by assisting officers. 
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P.O- PHILLIPS related he along with assisting officers (hen attempted to locate the male black victim ROBINSON was robbing in 
front of the J & J Electronics but determined that he had left the scene. 

S P.O, PHILLIPS was not injured during the incident. 

P.O. PHILIPS related his duty firearm was a Beretta, Model 92D, 9mm semi-automatic pistol, 

P.O. PHIILIPS believed he had fired about (15) rounds at ROBINSON before reloading at the corner of 74th and State, and about 
8 (3M4) rounds at ROBINSON when in the mouth of the alley between State and Wabash. 

p This completed the on-scene interview of P.O. CLINTON. 

The R/Ds note that at the time of interview P.O. PHILLIPS was wearing his CPD body armor with CPD star and name tag, duty belt 
with bolstered firearm, and police radio. AN items were not concealed and easily visible. 

P.O. Shantelf CLINTON #9012 

P.O. CLINTON related she was working in civilian dress. Beat 368A, in an unmarked Chicago Police vehicle, with her partner P.O. 

I Cecil PHILLIPS. P.O. CLINTON related she was in the front passenger seat and P.O. PHILLIPS was driving, P.O. CLINTON 
related she and P.O. PHILLIPS had responded to a call of "Suspicious Person", described as a male black wearing a mask and 
black hooded sweatshirt near 75th and State Street at the Shell gas station. Additional information learned was that the male black 
was armed with a handgun and that he had run through an alley behind the gas station. 

P.O. CLINTON related she and P.O. PHILLIPS drove northbound on State Street from 75th, when she observed a male black 
wearing a black hooded sweatshirt with the hood up and a mask over his face (nka Glenn ROBINSON), in front of the J&J 
Electronics store at 7433 South State Street. ROBINSON was at the north end of the building and was facing an unknown male 
black, who was cornered against the building. P.O. CLINTON related she observed ROBINSON writh a dark-colored handgun in 
his right hand, that ROBINSON then pointed at the male black. ROBINSON'S left hand was extended towards the unknown mate 
with his palm up, consistent with ROBINSON demanding the unknown male's money/possessions during a robbery. P.O. 

CLINTON related P.O. PHILLIPS acknowledged he also saw that ROBINSON had a gun, 

P.O, CLINTON said that P.O. PHILLIPS stopped the squad car to the South of where ROBINSON was standing. P.O. CLINTON 
^ related she and P.O. PHILLIPS exited the vehicle and sJie drew her duty firearm. Both she and P.O. PHILLIPS announced their 
office by yelling "Police” and also ordered ROBINSON to "Drop the Gun". P.O. CLINTON related ROBINSON then turned, pointed, 
and began firing the gun at both her and P.O. PHILLIPS. 

P.O. CLINTON stated that she, then in fear for her life and the life of P.O. PHILLIPS, discharged her duty firearm twice at 
ROBINSON. P.O. CLINTON related ROBINSON then fled northbound while continuing to fire his weapon at her and P.O. 
PHILLIPS. 

P.O. CLINTON related that she and P.O. PHILLIPS began to pursue ROBINSON on fool. During that time ROBINSON continued 
firing back at P.O. PHILLIPS and her. P.O. CLINTON said that P.O. PHILLIPS continued returning fire, however, she could not 
because she feared striking P.O. PHILLIPS who was leading the foot pursuit and in her line of fire. 

P.O, CLINTON said that while shots continued to be exchanged by ROBINSON and her partner, she returned to the squad car to 
use the vehicle to better continue pursuit of ROBINSON. While running back to the vehicle P.O. CLINTON notified OEMC via radio 
that shots had been fired at, and by the police. 

P.O. CLINTON then began driving northbound on State Street. At that time ROBINSON was no longer in view and P.O. PHILLIPS 
was taking cover along the west wail of the building at the southeast corner of 74th and Slate. P.O. CLINTON said she then heard 
several more gunshots being fired on 74th Street, east of State Street, She then saw P.O. PHILLIPS turn the corner of the building 
y/; and proceed eastbound on 74th Street. 

P.O. CLINTON said she then turned the squad from State Street onto eastbound 74th Street, At that time she then saw the marked 
CPD unit of Officers EARNEST and NELSON making a u-turn from westbound on 74th Street, then heading eastbound on 74th to 
S Wabash Avenue. 

P.O. CLINTON related she continued driving eastbound on 74th Street until she observed P.O. PHILLIPS, positioned just inside 
the mouth of the shared alley between State and Wabash, near 74th Street. P.O. CLINTON said that P.O. PHILLIPS was taking 
cover, with his attention directed toward the rear yard of a Wabash Avenue residence to his east. 

P.O. CLINTON stopped the squad car, exited, and took cover behind the vehicle. P.O. CLINTON related she then saw the 
P movement of an individual, believed to be ROBINSON, within the gangway and rear yard. She then heard her partner and other 
I Officers yelling for that individual to "Drop the Gun. Drop the gun." P.O. CLINTON said P.O. PHILLIPS then again discharged his 
firearm in the direction of the individual. 
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P.O. CLINTON said that after the shots were fired, she heard the rattiing offences within the rear yards of Wabash Avenue 

■ residences and realized that ROBINSON was jumping fences while fleeing Southbound through the yards. 

P.O. CLINTON said she and P.O. PHILLIPS then ran Southbound in the aitey until approximately 7422 S Wabash. Whiie in the 
, ; rear of that address she heard Officers in front of the address repeatedly yelling "Let me see your hands". A short time later, while 
i she and PHIILIPS were making their way through the yards to Wabash, she and PHILLIPS heard that ROBINSON had been taken 
into custody on the front porch of 7422 South Wabash. 

P.O. CLINTON said that while heading to the front of 7422 South Wabash through the garden level gangway at 7418 S Wabash, 
she and P.O. PHILLIPS discovered the semiautomatic handgun in slide-lock, hat w/mask, gloves and black hooded sweatshirt that 
ROBINSON had used/worn during this incident and discarded prior to his apprehension. 

P.O. CLINTON said that she maintained security of those items until relieved by assisting officers. 

P.O. CLINTON related that she carried a Clock, Model 17, 9mm semi-automatic pistol as her duty firearm. 

P.O. CLINTON related she believed she had fired only (2) shots at ROBINSON, with those shots being return fire discharged 
jring the initial confrontation with ROBINSON on State Street. P.O. CLINTON said she did not discharge her firearm after that 
initial confrontation. 


P.O. CLINTON was not injured during the incident, 
li! This completed the on-scene interview of P.O. CLINTON. 


The R/Ds note that at the time of interview P.O. CLINTON was wearing her CPD body armor with CPD star and name tag, duty bolt 
I with bolstered firearm, police radio, and tazer. All items were not concealed and easily visible. 

i P.O. Evona EARNEST #2743 


P.O. EARNEST related she was driving and P.O. NELSON was the passenger, 

P.O. EARNEST related that after touring the area she parked their squad on 74th Street, east of State and was facing westbound. 
Her driver's side window was down. While stopped there she heard the sounds of numerous gunshots being fired on State Street, 
from just South of her location. 

P.O. EARNEST related she began driving her vehicle toward State Street when she heard officers transmit over the air that shots 
had been fired at, and by the police. She then heard an officer transmit that the offender was running in her and P.O. NELSON'S 
direction. 


I P.O. EARNEST related that as she approached the stop sign on 74th and State Street she observed an individual wearing a black 
I hooded sweatshirt and Halloween-style mask (nka Glenn ROBINSON) running from northbound ors the east side of State Street 
I onto eastbound 74th Street. White turning the comer ROBINSON fired shots back southbound, at who P.O. EARNEST knew would 
p be the pursuing Officers. 

I P.O. EARNEST related that she stopped the vehicle. While P.O. EARNEST was stil! seated in the vehicle and while P.O, NELSON 
I exited the squad car, EARNEST began unholstering her duly firearm, ROBINSON then looked in her and direction and pointed his 
I handgun toward her and P.O. NELSON. P.O. EARNEST said it was at that time that she, while fearing for her life, the life of her 
I partner P.O. NELSON, and for the lives of pursuing officers, began discharging her firearm at ROBINSON. Earnest said that after 
I she discharged her firearm ROBINSON continued running eastbound on the south sidewalk of 74th Street toward Wabash. P.O. 

I EARNEST related P.O. NELSON discharged her firearm as well. 

I P.O. EARNEST related that NELSON re-entered the squad. P.O. EARNEST then made a u-turn and continued pursuit of 
I ROBINSON. P.O. EARNEST said that she then lost sight of ROBINSON. P.O. EARNEST said she turned the corner from 74th 
^ Street onto Wabash heading South. She then saw an officer standing on the west side of Wabash pointing to a gangway near the 
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P.O. EARNEST said she stopped the vehicle. Both she and P.O. NELSON exited the auto to search for ROBINSON. P.O. 
EARNEST said that while she, P.O. NELSON and others were searching for ROBINSON, she heard more gunshots being fired, 
that sounded as if were discharged in the alley area behind the residence. She then heard over the radio that ROBINSON was 
running back toward State Street. 

P.O. EARNEST related she and P.O. NELSON returned to their squad car and drove Southbound on Wabash to 75th Street 
ultimately circling back to heading northbound in shared alley between State and Wabash, EARNEST said they drove to the rear of 
7422 S State where they saw P.O. Cecil PHILLIPS. At that address they exiled their vehicle. 

P.O. EARNEST said that P.O. PHILLIPS told her "He's there. He's in the gangway" and pointed to gangway just South of 7422 S 
State. P.O. EARNEST said she then heard officers on Wabash yelling "Get Down". P.O. EARNEST said she then jumped a fence 
into a yard and with other officers went to the front of 7422 S Wabash. 

P.O. EARNEST said that she then saw ROBINSON laying face down on the front stoop of 7422 S Wabash with his hands 
underneath his body, Officers repeatedly yelled for ROBINSON to "Show us Your hands" and "Let's see your hands". P.O, 
EARNEST said that ROBINSON, who did not comply with the Officers' orders, was then ordered and warned by Officer 
HERNANDEZ to show his hands. ROBINSON still did not comply and was tazed by Officer HERNANDEZ. ROBINSON then pulled 
his hands out from under his body. Officers then converged on ROBINSON and took him into custody. 

P.O. EARNEST said that when she saw ROBINSON at 7422 South Wabash, he was wearing a white t-shirt and no longer had on 
the mask or the black hooded sweatshirt. P.O. EARNEST said she later learned that those items, as well as the handgun used by 
ROBINSON, had been located in the gangway north of 7422 S Wabash, 

P.O. EARNEST stated that she discharged her weapon when ROBINSON pointed his gun at her and her partner, but was not sure 
if he fired shots at her and P.O. NELSON prior to her discharging her firearm. P.O. EARNEST said that when she began firing at 
ROBINSON she heard additional shots being fired that she believed were fired by both ROBINSON and her partner. P.O. 
EARNEST said she became certain that ROBINSON fired when she realized their vehicle had been struck by a bullet fired by 
ROBINSON, causing damage to the roof area above the rear passenger door, and additionally, when casings discharged by 
ROBINSON'S gun were located. P.O. EARNEST said she believed she fired about (8) shots, all discharged while she was seated 
In the squad car when stopped at the intersection of 74th and State. 

P.O. EARNEST related she carried a Beretta, Model 8000D, 9mm semi-automatic pistol as her duty firearm. 

P.O, EARNEST was not injured during the incident. 

This completed the on-scene interview of P.O. EARNEST. 

The R/Ds note that at the time of interview P.O. EARNEST was in full CPD Uniform with CPD star and name tag, duty belt with 
bolstered firearm, and police radio, Ail items were not concealed and easily visible, 


P.O. Tiffany NELSON #3899 




P.O, NELSON related she was on-duty, in full uniform and in a marked squad car working Beat 322R with partner P.O. Evona 
EARNEST. P.O. EARNEST was driving. Just prior to the shooting incident, the two Officers had responded to a suspicious person 
call at the Shell gas station on the northeast corner of the intersection of 75th and State Street, 



P.O. NELSON related she and her partner notified other cars of the information and toured the area for the described individual. 
Just before the incident, and after checking the alley and area surrounding the gas station, they parked their marked squad car on 
74th Street, facing westbound, east of State Street. 

P.O. NELSON was in the front passenger seat, P.O. EARNEST was in the driver's seat. 

P.O. NELSON related that while stopped in their squad, she heard the sounds of numerous gunshots being fired on State Street, 
from just South of her location. P.O. NELSON said she notified OEMC that shots had been fired. She then unholstered her duty 
firearm. 

P.O. NELSON said that P.O. EARNEST began driving the vehicle toward State Street when she heard officers transmit a "10-1" 


over the air and state that shots had been fired at, and by the police. She then heard an officer transmit that the offender was 
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P.O. NELSON related that as she and EARNEST approached the stop sign at 74th and State, she observed an individual wearing 
a black hooded sweatshirt and Hailoween-style mask {nka Glenn ROBINSON) running from northbound on the east sidewalk of 
State Street onto eastbound 74th Street. While turhing the corner ROBINSON fired shots back Southbound, at who P.O. NELSON 
believed would be the pursuing Officers. 

P.O. NELSON said she exited the squad to engage ROBINSON. While taking cover behind the squad car she saw ROBINSON 
look in her and P.O. EARNEST'S direction. ROBINSON then pointed and began firing his handgun at her and P.O. EARNEST, 

P.O, NELSON said it was at that time that she, while fearing for her life, the life of her partner P.O. EARNEST, and for the lives of 
pursuing Officers, began discharging her firearm at ROBINSON. NELSON said that while she returned fire at ROBINSON he 
continued firing at her and EARNEST as he ran eastbound on the South sidewalk of 74th Street toward Wabash. 

P.O. NELSON said she discharged her firearm until it was empty and in siide-iock. At that time, while still out of the vehicle, she 
reloaded her weapon, NELSON said she the re-entered the squad and told P.O, EARNEST to make a u-turn to continue pursuing 
ROBINSON. 

P.O. NELSON related that P.O. EARNEST then made a u-turn and continued pursuit of ROBINSON. During that pursuit 
ROBINSON fired at P.O. NELSON and EARNEST. P.O. NELSON said she heard a bullet fired by ROBINSON strike the auto. She 
then lost sight of ROBINSON, They then turned the comer onto Wabash heading South, 

P.O. NELSON said she became aware that ROBINSON was in a gangway just off the Southwest comer of 74th and Wabash. P.O. 
EARNEST stopped the auto and both she and P.O. EARNEST exited the squad. P.O. NELSON said ROBINSON then fled west 
through the gangway and into the rear yard. She then broadcast over the air that ROBINSON had headed west. P.O. NELSON 
said she then heard more gunshots being fired that sounded as if were discharged in the alley, and later learned that those shots 
were fired by P.O. Cecil PHILLIPS. 

P.O. NELSON related she and P.O. EARNEST returned to their squad car and drove Southbound on Wabash to 75th Street and 
circled back to heading northbound in shared alley between State and Wabash. NELSON said they drove to the rear of 7422 S 
State where they saw Officer Cecil PHILLIPS and other officers. At that address they exited their squad car. 

P.O. NELSON said that P.O. PHILLIPS told her "He's there" and pointed to the gangway just South of 7422 S State. P.O. 

NELSON said she then saw movement within the gangway. Moments later she heard officers on Wabash repeatedly yelling "Get 
Down". P.O. NELSON said that she and other Officers went then went to the front of 7422 S Wabash. 

P.O. NELSON said that she then saw ROBINSON laying on the front stoop of 7422 S Wabash with his hands underneath his body. 
Officers repeatedly yelled for ROBINSON to "Show your hands" and "Let's see your hands". P.O. NELSON said that ROBINSON 
did not comply. Officer HERNANDEZ then warned and ordered ROBINSON to show his hands. ROBINSON still did not comply 
and was tazed by Officer HERNANDEZ, ROBINSON then pulled his hands out from under his body. Officers then converged on 
ROBINSON and took him into custody, 

P.O. NELSON said that when she saw ROBINSON at 7422 South Wabash he was wearing a white t-shirt and no longer had on 
the mask, or the black hooded sweatshirt. P.O. EARNEST said she then became aware that those items, as welt as the handgun 
used by ROBINSON, had been located in the gangway next to 7422 S Wabash. P.O. NELSON said she then observed and 
identified the items in that gangway. P.O. NELSON noted that the weapon was found in slide-lock. 

P.O. NELSON related she then verified that her squad car had in fact been struck by gunfire when, after ROBINSON was taken 
into custody, she observed bullet damage to the roof area above the rear passenger door. 

P.O. NELSON said she believed she fired about (11) shots, all discharged while she was being fired upon by ROBINSON on 74th 
Street. 

P.O. NELSON related she carried a Sig Sauer, Model P-239, 9mm semi-automatic pistol as her duty firearm. 

P.O. NELSON was not injured during the incident. 

This completed the on-scene interview of P.O, NELSON. 

The R/Ds note that at the time of interview P.O. NELSON was in full CPD uniform with CPD star and name tag, duty belt with 
bolstered firearm, and police radio. Ail items were not concealed and easily visible. 

The R/D's then interviewed P.O. Priscilla HERNANDEZ #7387 who was involved in the arrest of the offender Gienn ROBINSON. 
P.O. Priscilla HERNANDEZ 


P.O. HERNANDEZ related that she responded to an emergency assist call of "10-1", 


"Shots Fired at and by the Police". In 
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responding to that call P.O. HERNANDEZ went to the corner of 74th and Wabash, where she heard over the radio and was told by 
officers in that area that the offender ran south through the rear yards in the 7400 block of South Wabash. 

HERNANDEZ stated that she worked her way south, searching through the rear yards on that block. When she was searching the 
rear yard between 7418 and 7422 South Wabash, she heard officers in front of 7422 South Wabash yelling, "Get Down, Get 
^ Down". She then ran to the front of the address and saw that officers had surrounded the offender (nka Glenn ROBINSON) who 
I was lying on his stomach on the front porch. 

HERNANDEZ said that because ROBINSON had his hands tucked under his stomach, and his hands could not be seen, Officers 
I began repeatedly ordering ROBINSON to, "Let me see your hands". ROBINSON refused to comply. Officers then cautiously 
approached ROBINSON and physically tried to puil his arms out from underneath his body while still ordering ROBINSON to, "Let 
me see your hands", ROBINSON physically resisted their efforts and kept his hands under his body. HERNANDEZ said 
ROBINSON Oien began yelling, "Kill me. Kill me". ROBINSON then stated that he was on parole and that, "I just want to die." 

HERNANDEZ said she then pulled out her tazer, told officers to step back, issued a verbal warning to ROBINSON, and again 
ordered ROBINSON to show his hands. ROBINSON again did not comply. HERNANDEZ said she then fazed ROBINSON. 
ROBINSON then extended his arms out from underneath his body. P.O. M BELOMONTEZ #7025 then handcuffed and secured 
ROBINSON. 

HERNANDEZ said she then saw that ROBINSON, who was then wearing a white t-shirt, and not a mask or black hooded 
sweatshirt as broadcast in the flash message, was bleeding from apparent gunshot wounds. Other officers immediately called for 
an ambulance. 

HERNANDEZ said ROBINSON was searched and no weapon was recovered from his person. She and other officers then began 
searching for his firearm. 

HERNANDEZ said moments later she heard an officer state that the gun, mask, hooded sweatshirt and some gloves worn by 
I ROBINSON were found by the well stairway leading to/from the garden level entrance door in the gangway of the next door 
residence at 7418 S. Wabash. 

I HERNANDEZ said she then walked over to 7418 South Wabash where she observed the recovered items. HERNANDEZ noted 
I that the firearm found was in the siide-iock position. 


The interview with P.O. Priscilla HERNANDEZ was concluded. 

THE SCENE 

The R/D's made the following observations of the multiple scenes: 

The initial scene was observed to be at approximately 7433 South State in front of JJ Electronics store at that address which had 
open fenced-in lots to both the north and south of the business. The front entrance of 7433 South State was set back several feet 
from the sidewalk and this section was covered by a roof overhang. 

Two (2) civilian vehicles were observed parked on State Street, both facing northbound on the east curb. 


The first vehicle was observed to be a Cadillac, 4 door, white in color bearing | 
vehicle being located near the South edge of the building at 7433 South State.

The second v ehicle was approximately a full car length in front of the Cadillac and was found to be a Chevy Cobait, orange in 
color, bearing ^^^^^^^^^^^■an^wa^ituate^Tear even with the State. The 

Chevy Cobalt wa^registere^o^^^mi||||||H|||||||||||phe R/Ds note thatidentified a 
indentation on the vehicle as being new, and suspected it to be the result of a bullet strike. 

At approximately 7433 South State in the middle of the northbound iane near the rear of the Cadillac, Marker #1 was one (1) spent 
shell casing. An additional (1) spent shell casing was near the Cadillac's rear driver's side tire, Marker #2. 

Traveling northbound on State Street three (3) spent shell casings were observed situated from the east curb of State Street to the 
middle of the northbound lane, in the car-iength space between the Cadillac and Chevy, Markers #3, #4, #5. 
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Observed near the rear driver's side tire of the Chevy was one (1) spent shell casing, Marker #6. Underneath the driver's side door 
of the Chevy on the street was observed one (1) spent shell casing, Marker#?. Observed on the roof of the Chevy and near the 
passenger side edge of the roof was one (1) spent shell casing, Marker #8, Observed In the gap between the hood and windshield 
of the Chevy were two (2) spent shell casings, Markers #13 and #14. 

Several feet from the north outer wall of 7433 South State Street, on the eastern edge of the sidewalk adjacent to the chained- 


‘ linked fence was observed one (1) spent shell casing, Marker #9. Approximately 8-9 feet north of the shell casing at Marker #9 


was observed one {1) spent shell casing, Marker #11. At the eastern edge of the east sidewalk near the fence, directly to the west 
of Marker #11 and just west of the east sidewalk, was observed one (1) spent shell casing. Marker #10, 


At approximately 7429 South State near the east curb on the parkway was one (1) spent shell casing. Marker #14. Just to the north 
of Marker #14, in the street next to the east curb of State Street, near a light pole was one (1) spent shell casing. Marker #15. 
ieveral feet to the north of the light pole and in the middle of the asphalt parkway was observed one {1) spent shell casing, Marker 
16. 

Directly east of Marker #16 on the eastern edge of the sidewalk near the chain linked fence was observed one (1) spent shell 
casing, Marker #17. North of Marker #16 and also in the middle of the asphalt parkway was observed one (1) spent shell casing. 
Marker #18. 



At approximately 7411 South State Street, on the eastern edge of the sidewalk near the chain-linked fence, was observed one 
black vehicle key fob with a set of keys that included a "Chevy" vehicle key, Marker #19. 

At approximately 7405 South State Street was observed one black metal firearm magazine containing (4) four live WIN 9mm Luger 
cartridges, Marker #20, Investigation revealed this to be the magazine of P.O. Cecil PHILLIPS that was discarded during reload. 

At approximately 7401 South State near the west wall of the building on that southeast corner was observed one (1) spent shell 
casing. Marker #21. Observed on the parkway near the street sign at 74th and State Street, on the Southeast corner were two (2) 
spent shell casings, Markers #22 and #23. To the east of State Street on the south sidewalk of 74th Street and near the crosswalk 
were observed two (2) spent shell casings, Markers #24 and #26. Several feet further to the east and in the middle of the south 
sidewalk of 74th street was observed one (1) spent shell casing, Marker #25. Directly north of Marker #25, on the south curb of 
74th Street, was (1) spent shell casing, Marker #27. 

To the east of the crosswalk and further east of State Street near the curb and middle of 74th Street were nine (9) spent shell 
casings and Markers #28, #29, #30, #31, #32, #33, #34, #35, and #36. 

In the rear of 7401 South State Street - in the east alley of State Street South of 74th Street and in the middle and south edge of 
the alley - were four (4) spent shell casings, Markers #37. #38, #39, and #40. Adjacent to several garbage cans located near the 
first open gate on the east side of the alley of State Street just South of 74th street was one (1) live cartridge, Marker #42. 

Traveling further south in the east alley of State Street from 74th, at 7416 South Wabash in the alley, a bullet hole was observed in 
the closed overhead garage door at the southern edge of the door. Examination of the garage revealed that bullet penetrated the 
door, travelled through the garage, and exited on the south wall of the garage. 

At appimji£2tel^42^outf^Va^sh in the alley, the R/D's observed the marked Chicago Police vehicle (Ford Crown Victoria 
#7911 driven by P.O. EARNEST and NELSON. The vehicle was stopped, facing 

northbound. A bullet strike was observed on the roof area near the rear passenger door. Inside of the vehicle's front passenger 
area was observed two (2) spent shell casings, Markers #43 and #44, along with a gun magazine. Marker #45. Investigation 
revealed this firearm magazine to be from P.O. NELSON'S Sig Sauer weapon. Between the widow and the front edge of the dash 
was observed six (6) spent shell casings, Marker #46, 

a South Wabash was a single family residence with a side basement entrance located on the South side of the building. This 
n level entrance had two separate concrete staircases which can be accessed from the front and rear of the address and was 
partially enclosed. On a ledge which was at ground level near the front staircase was observed one (1) black baseball-style cap 
with an attached Halloween-styie mask. Inside of the cap was observed one (1) black-colored Clock, semi-automatic handgun in 
slide-lock, Marker #47, At the bottom of the staircase near the basement door was observed one (1) black hooded sweatshirt, 
Marker #49. Next to the sweatshirt and closer to the front staircase was one {1) pair of white latex gloves. Marker #48, One of the 
gloves was tom in pieces and had deposits of blood, stained with apparent blood. 

During examination of the scene an Individual exiting a partially demolished 

building near the corner of State and 74th Streets, within the protected scene^^^^^^^Hwas subsequently transported to 
Area Central for interview 

On 04 Sep 2012 at approximately 0415 hours. Beat 5815, E.T. DAVIS and E.T. RODRIGUEZ arrived to process the scenes. 
Overall and Close-up photos of the scene were taken and ail items of recovered evidence were inventoried according to 
Department Procedures. 
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During recovery the sweatshirt worn by ROBINSON during this incident was found to have saturated deposits of blood. 
Additionally, two (2) apparent bullet holes were noted in the material. One (1) hole in the right sleeve and one (1) hole in the back 
of the sweatshirt. 

After the vehicles (Chevy Cobalt and Cadillac) were moved from the original scene at 7433 South State Street three (3) additional 
spent shell casings were observed on the street. Markers #50, #51, and #52, 


On 04 Sep 2012 at approximately 0430 hours, Assisting Detective BENOIT #20129 relocated to Christ Hospital. Detective 
BENOIT noted the following injuries of Darnell ROBINSON: 


(2) Two Gunshot Wounds to the right forearm, 

(1) One Gunshot Wound to the right side of scrotum, 
(1) One Gunshot Wound to the right abdomen, 

(1) One Gunshot Wound to the left side/torso.

On 04 Sep 2012 at approximately 0445 hours. Detective BENOIT attempted to interview the offender Glenn ROBINSON. Prior to 
conducting the interview, BENOIT advised ROBINSON of his rights per Miranda which ROBINSON stated he understood. 

Glenn ROBINSON 

ROBINSON stated, "I don't want to talk about it” when asked if he wished to answer questions regarding the incident. 


ROBINSON was then taken to surgery.

Nothing of significant relevance to the shooting incident was present in the vehicle. However, several personal items, pieces of 
identification, receipts were recovered and inventoried under inventory #'s 12708317, 12709154, 12709154, 12709162, 12709179,

Starting at approximately 1620 hmjrs^^CROCKER reduced ^^^^|slatemennQ type-written form at Area Central 
Detective Bureau Headquarters, ^^^^^corrected/revised the statement. ^^^^Hthen attested to the accuracy of the 
statement by signing each page of the statement and initialing all subsequent corrections made.

Present in the hospital room was Beat 0313, P.O. MUSTAFA #16130. 

Prior to the interview, Detective O'BRIEN advised Glenn ROBINSON of his rights per Miranda which he stated he understood. 
Glenn ROBINSON 

ROBINSON refused to answer any questions and requested consultation with his attorney. 


Detective O'BRIEN terminated the interview. 


After reviewing the facts of the case, ASA Joe CROCKER approved Felony charges that inciuded: 

Four (4) counts of Attempted Murder of a Police Officer and four (4) counts of Aggravated Discharge of a Firearm that were lodged 
against the offender Glenn ROBINSON. 

It should be noted that it was discovered after format charges that the Clock 17, serial #FLM268, used by ROBINSON during this 
incident had been reported stolen from Madison, Wisconsin {Ref #12-252569). 
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The Madison Wisconsin Police Department was notified of the recovery. 

To-Date efforts at identifying the Victim who was in the process of being robbed at gunpoint by the offender Glenn ROBINSON 
when confronted by Officers Cecil PHILLIPS and Shantell CLINTON, met with negative results. 

Based on the above investigation that documents the arrest and charging of the lone offender in this incident, the R/Ds request that 
this case be classified as Cleared/Closed by Arrest and Prosecution.
